This season’s fight 
against citrus 
fruit scale pests will cost the growers 
of this county $100,000. 
This is the estim ate made by Coun­ 
ty Horticultural Commissioner R. K. 
Bishop, who has a general oversight 
of the fight against scale pests. 
“There are about 600 tents at work 
in this county now," said Bishop this 
morning. “There are five outfits em­ 
ployed In orchards in 
the Anaheim- 
Fullerton-Placentla districts and sev­ 
en outfits in the district this side of 
the river. 
“Our worst enemies are the black 
scale and the purple scale. 
The red 
scale has ceased to be a serious pest. 
Years of fumigation has put that pest 
down to a place where it is no longer 
damaging to any great extent. 
Con­ 
stant fumigation has done this. 
“The black acale is our worst ene­ 
my because it breeds 
rapidly 
and 
thrives upon various kinds of trees 
and other vegetation. It infests such 
trees as the pepper trees, which can­ 
not be fumigated. Fumigation this sea­ 
son began about August I and will 
keep up as long as weather permits." 
The horticultural commissioner”~ls 
doing a good deal of 
work 
among 
ranchers in regard to the eradication 
of weed pests, such as morning glory, 
Johnson grass, Russian thistle 
and 
boarhound. He stated that in his opin­ 
ion bare land that should 
be 
worth 
$600 an acre is worth but $100 an acre 
if covered with morning glory. He said 
that two years of constant attention 
with a weed knife will eradicate morn­ 
ing glory from a field. 
Johnson grass to be eradicated also 
needs constant attention. It can be 
cultivated out of existence. All that is 
necessary is vigilance in keeping it 
from growing. 
The county 
horticultural 
commis 
stoner is em lowered by the laws of 
the state to compel any rancher to 
eradicate a weed pest, but the pro­ 
cedure is unwieldy, and 
is 
seldom 
used. In fact, Bishop states that 
he 
knows of no case in the state where 
it has been used. The general plan of 
the commissioners is one of eradica­ 
tion, teaching the ranchers how to im­ 
prove their property by doing away 
with the weed pests.

I arrived on the market yesterday, and 
the price is fixed around IO 
to 
l l 
cents a pound. 
Local chestnuts have 
been on the market for some time. 
Walnuts and almonds were very much 
in evidence. 
Calimyrna figs are arriving 
right 
along from the Fresno district, and 
bring in some instances around 14 to 
15 cents a pound. 
Some blaek tigs 
came on the market again yesterday. 
Receipts of dried fruit are consider­ 
ably heavier and the demand is stead­ 
ily picking up. 
Grapes are stronger and good mus­ 
cat and Cornichon stock is 
selling 
around 85 cents. The demand is good. 
Storage peaehes are about cleaned up, 
hut pears are still fairly plentiful. Re­ 
ceipts of apples were 17,455. 
Tomatoes were sellinig at 35 to 60 
cents a box. 
Some of the stock was 
of pretty good quality, while a con­ 
siderable portion was below the aver­ 
age. 
Six hundred sacks of onions 
came in. 
Potato receipts were 2950 
sacks, and 1235 sacks of beans ar­ 
rived. 
Fourteen sacks of sweet pota­ 
toes came in. 
Northern fresh cheese was quoted 
at 18 % to 19 cents yesterday, a half to 
I cent advance 
over 
the 
previous 
price. 
This was probably due to the 
recent advance in tho price of cheese 
in San Francisco, as a large portion 
of the small amount of fresh cheese 
received comes in from the same sec­ 
tions that supply San Francisco. 
One 
cheese factory, however, is shipping 
to Los Angeles from Imperial Valley. 
Receipts of fresh eastern cheese are 
very light. 
Dealers say only a few 
cars come in a week, and the greater 
part of the demand is filled with the 
storage product. 
These receipts yes­ 
terday were quite heavy—51,233 lbs'. 
This was due to the fact that a ship­ 
ment from Oregon was held over for 
a week. 
Butter receipts were 
17,831, 
and 
dealers say shipments from the east 
are light. 
The storage product fills a 
considerable portion of the demand. 
Elgin butter advanced 2 cents, and 
this may tend to force the price up 
here. 
As it is, some butter has been 
Helling around 36% cents. 
Egg receipts were light as usual.
